Re^ardin^ Water Pressure 


and Fi^htins Fires. 


SOMETHING A BOIT UTF: FIRE 


Gentleman Says He Has a Scheme 


for More Effective Solution 


of Question. 


Last Saturday T he: D ispatch pub­ 
lished an interview from a gentleman 
who signed himself‘‘Taxpayer" 
and it 
seems that the communication stirred 
the animals up a bit, for another com­ 
munication was received today which 
may prove interesting reading: 


E bito r D ispatch: 
In your issue of Saturday last an 
article over the aignatureof “Taxpayer 
contains some good and very seasonable 
advice regarding the need of better 
facilities for lighting fire, but it seems 
to me that it hardly touches the mar 
row of the matter anti that there might 
be much more effective tire protection 
without increase in assessments. Under 
the obi rule that we should never look 
a gift horse in the mouth, it does seem 
hardly right to criticise the work of the 
brave and ready men, who without any 
compensation or hope of reward, risk 
health, limb and , life to protect our 
property, yet there is no question but 
that they fail to make the most of the 
means at their disposal in fighting fire. 
It has been the writer s fortune to see 
their work in at least three instances 
in the past few months when it has 
shown an unfamiliarity with the natural 
laws governing thcjfiow of w ater through 
hose which has seriously impaired if not 
destroyed the efficiency of their efforts. 
The writer is in no sense an apologist 
for any failure of the Minnesota Water­ 
works company, but fie could not help 
noticing at the tire last week that there 
was more pressure wasted between the 
hydrant and the nozzle than should 
have been. This was done in part by 
the use of unnecessarily long lines of 
hose. A line from Angel's corner was 
taken clear around onto Front street, 
while two lines from Front street were 
taken around through the alley and in­ 
to the rear of the Sleeper building. The 
Robinson & ('ary Co., of St. Raul, sends 
out a table of effective fire streams 
showing the pressure at nozzle with 2l2 
inch hose with various sized nozzles anti 
at different pressures at hydrant. 
The 
record of the pressure guage showed an 
average of about 125 pounds at the 
pump house during the Hoop fire. 
The 
loss from elevation to tin* hydrants on 
Front and Laurel .streets is about .‘X) 
pounds, and allowing for friction 25 per 
cent loss, which is ample, would give a 
hydrant pressure of al>out HO pounds to 
the square inch, which should give a 
good fire stream. 
Hut the table above 
mentioned tells us that with HO pounds 
hydrant pressure and an inch and a 
quarter nozzle the loss per IOO feet of 
hose is 31 pounds. 
When we stop to 
consider that at least one line of hose 
was 550 or (SUO feet long, and at least 250 
feet of that length unnecessary, it is not 
strange that the pressure was inade­ 
quate. 
It is the usual custom in well 
drilled and up-to-date tire departments 
to run two lines of hose from distant 
hydrants and unite them with a Siamese 
coupling, thus giving one powerful and 
effective stream. 
These couplings, we 
understand, have been purchased by the 
city and lie unused at the hose house. 
There is also a useless waste of pres­ 
sure in the use of the cutoff nozzles, but 
any cutoff at the nozzle, especially one 
that works after the manner of a needle 
valve, or any contrivance within the 
pifie which impedes the direct and un 
obstructed stream in the center of the 
nozzle, will decrease the pressure from 
2i> to ai) j»er cent. 
Anyone studying into the natural 
laws governing streams of water will see 
that mismanagement in the use of too 
much h oe iud the u e <>f 
nozzle-* 
that obstruct the How will easily kill the 
practical power of a powerful ays tem. 
Tax payer was right in saying that 
Brainerd needs a fire engine.
